Yellow and Red 
and Save Yourself 
Big Coal Bills 


(By United Press) 
Boston. Nov. 5.- If the coal hill 
seems a bit large this winter, pap*-! 
your living rooms in yellow. 
"Yellow, with a touch of warm 
red, Is the warmest wall paper you 
can get,’* declares Dr. F. A. VV oil, 
professor of hygiene at the College 
of the City of New York and a recog­ 
nized authority on vision. 
Lecturing at the New England Op­ 
tometric Convention here, Dr. Well 
asserted that yellow wall paper "will 
m ake the room it covers feel snu;; 
and warm. 
“ No m atter w hat the temperature 
is,V he said, "ap artm en ts will feel 
cold and chilly if papered in blue. 
“Of all the colors in the spectrum, 
red is the most irrita tin g to the n erv ­ 
ous system. 
Dark green is depress­ 
ing, but yellow is restful and makes 
for content. 
“ If the room appears warm and 
sunny— yellow will 
do it 
and 
is 
well lighted, it will feel warm and 
sunny, even though the tem perature 
may be low.” 
The influence of color on women, 
Dr. Woll said. is very important, ana 
often the wrong colored wall pap**.1 
may be responsible as much as any­ 
thing else for the bumpy trip over 
the road that leads to the divorce 
court. 
“ It has been said that the right 
kind of wall paper may keep a wo­ 
man out of the divorce court,” he re­ 
marked. 
“ W hether that is true Or not, it 
neverthless is a tru th that women 
are constructed on such a high nerv­ 
ous tension that w hat they see great 
ly affects them. 
“ No woman can meet her husband 
w ith a smile when he comes home at 
night with a grouch on. if she hie:

Dr. J. K. A nderson, Superintendent in charac of the Deer- 
wood sanatorium, recently gave out much information concern­ 
ing the institution in an address delivered in Brainerd. 
The 
sanatorium was opened in 1918. 
It is an institution for the treat­ 
ment of tuberculosis in all its forms, with special reference to 
lung disease. 
Ii serves two counties, Crow Wing and Aitkin, and 
the expenses are divided, Crow Wing paying 68 per cent of the 
monthly deficit and Aitkin the balance, or 38 per cent. 
Financial aid is received from the state to the extent of $6 
per week for each free case from the two counties. 
The stale j 
built the buildings and the maintenance is provided by the two 
counties. 
When conditions permit, cases are taken from outside coun­ 
ties, but not outside of the state. 
These cases are paid for by the 
county from which they come or private cases from our own 
counties when able pay $10 per week. 
But in the last two years 
over 60 per cent of the cases have been on the free list. 
Hence 
from a financial standpoint there is always a deficit as the net 
cost per pat]elit for this year has averaged $2.20 per day and the 
most that is paid by outside cases is $1.75 per day and $1.43 from 
our own, and most of these pay nothing. 
We have 24 available beds, said the doctor continuing his ad­ 
dress to (he Rotarians, and at present all but one are filled. 
You 
can well see what a small percentage of the tuberculosis cases of 
the two counties this would care for with an estimated population 
of 50,000 and the death rate from the disease about 97 per 100,000 
of population, or about 48 per year and we should have one avail­ 
able bed for each annual death. 
By these figures I do not mean 
to convey the idea that we have a large waiting list, but there 
are no doubt many cases in the counties that should be in the 
sanatorium and in fact I know of several. 
This is one of our 
problems, getting the case into the sanatorium after definite diag­ 
nosis has been made even after the sputum is swarming with 
germs. 
The average person has the idea that the sanatorium is i* 
place to go to die rather than to get well. 
The very word sana­ 
torium means a place to get well in. 
A sanatarium on the other 
hand is a place to go to keep from getting sick and another differ­ 
ence is usulaly about $20 per week. The two words have different 
derivations. 
Dr. Anderson’s talk was a most illuminating one and of real 
value to all who heard or who may read this reference made to his 
address. 
The appeal made fen—radio equipment to aid the shutins 
a1 the hospital has given the institution much publicity.

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OI H TUBERCULOSIS SANATORIUM 


Dr. J. K. A n d erson , superintendent in charge of the Deer- 
wood sanatorium, recently gave out much information concern­ 
ing the institution in an address delivered in Brainerd. 
The 
sanatorium was opened in 1918. 
It is an institution for the treat­ 
ment of tuberculosis in all its forms, with special reference to 
lung disease. 
It serves two counties, Crow Wing and Aitkin, and 
the expenses are divided, Crow Wing paying 08 per cent of the 
monthly deficit and Aitkin the balance, or .‘38 per cent. 
Financial aid is received from the state to the extent of .$5* 
per week for each free case from the two counties. 
The state 
built the buildings and the maintenance is provided by the two 
counties. 
When conditions permit, cases are taken from outside coun­ 
ties, but not outside of the state. 
These cases are paid for by the 
county from which they come or private cases from our own 
counties when able pay $10 per week. 
But in the last two years 
over 60 per cent of the cases have been on the free list. 
Hence 
from a financial standpoint there is always a deficit as the net 
cost per patient for this year has averaged $2.20 per day and the 
most that is paid by outside cases is $1.75 per day and $1.43 from 
our own, and most of these pay nothing. 
We have 24 available beds, said the doctor continuing his ad 
dress to the Rotarians, and at present all but one are filled. 
You 
can well see what a small percentage of the tuberculosis cases of 
the two counties this would care for with an estimated population 
of 50,000 and the death rate from the disease about 97 per 100,000 
of population, or about 48 per year and we should have one avail 
able bed for each annual death. 
By these figures I do not mean 
to convey the idea that we have a large waiting list, but there 
are no doubt many cases in the counties that should be in the 
sanatorium and in fact I know of several. 
This is one of oui 
problems, getting the case into the sanatorium after definite diag 
nosis has been made even after the sputum is swarming with 
germs. 
The average person has the idea that the sanatorium is a 
place to go to die rather than to get well. 
The vei'y word sana­ 
torium means a place to get well in. 
A sanatarium on the other 
hand is a place to go to keep from getting sick and another differ­ 
ence is usulaly about $20 per week. The two words have different 
derivations. 
Dr. Anderson's talk was a most illuminating one and of real 
value to all who heard or who may read this reference made to his 
address. 
The appeal m ade’for-radio equipment to aid the shutins 
at the hospital has given the institution much publicity.

JLI»ol!o Inning declared tlint tile city 
shr.ahi never be taken so long as Pal­ 
ladium was retain*^ within Its walls. 
the statue was placed in a sanctuary 
and carefully guarded. 
It was. how­ 
ever, finally stolen by Ulysses and 
Dictn tdcs about 11**4 B. 
and thus 
victory was secured to the Greeks. Ac­ 
cording to some accounts. Troy con­ 
tain cd two Palladia, one of which was 
stolen and conveyed to one of the 
Gr*x»l: cities, while the other was taken 
to Italy by A tr a il and secretly guard­ 
ed by the Homans in the Temple of 
Vesta. The word “palladium" is some­ 
times used at the present day to sig­ 
nify a pledge of security and protec­ 
tion.—Kansas City Star.

Evidence that Egyptian undertakers 
In 2000 B. C. stole Jewelry from tile 
dead, defying tile goJs, and then sent 
the fam ily big hills has been uncov­ 
ered by the University museum expe­ 
dition in the tombs of ancient Egypt, 
writes the Philadelphia Bulletin. 
Dr. Clarence S. Fisher, In charge of 
the Eckley B. Coxe expedition sent 
out by lite museum, gives these facts 
In a report just received. 
The site 
now 
being excavated 
w as 
used 
as 
early as 200 B. C. by the mysterious 
Antef kings. 
Its tombs, however, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Fisher, reach their 
grandest splendor In the period from 
the Eighteenth to Twentieth century 
B. C., when tile kings mfd queens and 
their courtiers were buried just oppo­ 
site Luxor. 
“It w as one of the fundamental req­ 
uisites In Egyptian religious beliefs 
thut the h o ly of the deceased should 
be preserved Intact throughout eter­ 
nity, and much pains and ingenuity 
were 
expended 
to 
accomplish 
this 
end,” w rites Doctor Fisher. 
“Tombs 
were constructed with false doors and 
misleading passages so that the actual 
location of the tomb chamber would 
be 
concealed. 
Our 
excavations 
of 
Glzeh and Dendereh showed us the 
undertakers intrusted with the dispos­ 
al of the corpse In Its final resting 
place were, however, willing to defy 
the gods for spoils. 
“B odies have been found In sealed 
tombs and in coffins with the lids un­ 
disturbed with their hands, feet and 
heads cut off so ornaments and jew el­ 
ry could be removed quickly. 
Having 
done tills hastily, the undertakers de­ 
parted with their loot, never falling, 
It Is certain, to collect the amount due 
from the family for their services.” 
Further evidence that It w as a bad 
practice for a titan to try to take his 
wealth with him after death is given 
by Doctor Fisher, who adds: 
“During 4Do reign of tile later Ra- 
tnesside pharaohs the system atic plun­ 
dering of tile Theban tombs by organ­ 
ized hands became such a public scan­ 
dal that a commission w as appointed 
to Investigate the matter. 
The rob­ 
bers after finding a tomb in the midst 
of u group tunneled under ground to 
an adjoining one and thus could loot 
a 
whole 
row 
of chambers 
without 
their work becoming apparent to any 
one on the outside. 
“During the Middle ages there arose 
in Europe ti demand for the bitumen 
with which the mummies had been 
preserved, tis it was supposed to have 


some medicinal va rue. 
Tbe cemeter­ 
ies were the only source of supply, 
nnd countless tombs were searched. 
“The final phase came with the ad­ 
vent of Hie modern tourist and his de­ 
mand for souvenirs of his visit. 
I o 
this period we owe the wholesale de­ 
struction of the decorations on the 
walls themselves, as many beautiful 
reliefs were wantonly mutilated to get 
one coveted head. 
Happily, the na­ 
tives have now discovered it is far 
more profitable and less risky to pass 
off upon the tourist an excellent for­ 
gery. which gives as much satisfaction 
to the purchaser. 
“The lower slope of the cemetery is 
practically covered with the mu I brick 
houses of the modern Aral) town of 
Drn-Hbul-neggalt, in each case a house 
marking the position of a tomb. 
‘T ile entire village owes its exist­ 
ence to the fact that in this district,

New York, Nov. 5,~ Football In the mlddlewest may not be better than 
the game played In the east, but It Is quite certain that football Is taken much 
more seriously in the mlddleweat than it is in Hie east. 
The Interest that is taken In the game in the mlddlewest is shown in 
the number of new stadiums that have been built in tin- last two years or 
are now in the course of construction. 
The Ohio State stadium in Columbus is the biggest and finest football 
structure in the country, with the possible exception of the Berkeley, Cali­ 
fornia bowl. 
No stadium in the country, however, can compare to fillings of 
the Ohio State structure. 
It has a capacity of 75,000 and it has accommoda­ 
tions in it for any number of other sports. 
The sew memorial stadium at Illinois with a capacity of 65,000 is bigger 
anti better looking than anything in the east. 
It is also fitted up for track 
and field sports. 
The new Grant park stadium in Chicago will accommodate 45,000 and it 
is being enlarged to take care of 65,000 that arc expected at several big 
games next year now under negotiation, 
It is thought that the Arniy-Notre 
Dame game may lie played there next year, tis the officials of both institutions 
are willing to play there. 
The game might have been staged there this year 
if the stadium had been large enough to satisfy the Army. 
Nebraska University also has a new stadium and one is being built at 
Purdue and several other universities are making plans to raise funds for 
construction. 
Intense local interest is registered in all the "Big Ten" teams and the 
members of the many smaller conferences that are numerous around the 
middle-west. 
Organizations of business men take pride in their teams and 
go out of their way to boost them. 
The Michigan-!llinois game drew twelve 
Special trains from Detroit and Ann Arbor. 
The cabs and coaches were all 
decorated with Michigan colors and even the locomotive was all trimmed up 
with hunting. 
Large crowds, of course, go to Princeton, New Haven and 
Cambridge for the ‘‘Big T h r e e ” guinea, hut they are n ’t the enthusiastic crowds 
that gather for all of the important western conference games. 
The enhusiasm of the public is reflected in the game itself. 
The brand 
of football in the middle west may not he as good as the eastern game. 
That 
is a matter of sectional opinion. 
But there is one thing sure, the western 
game is better to watch.
